WILMINGTON - As this 
year’s election cycle kicks 
into full gear, one sitting 
Selectman has decided not to 
defend his seat, and a name 
from the past pulls papers for 
a chance to return to the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Selectman Charlie Fiore 
recently decided not to run 
for a second three-year term 
on the»Board of Selectmen. 
Fiore said that his boys, 
Jared; age 9, Jonas; age 10, 
and Chas; age ll, are older 
now and are involved with 
more activities. His priority 
right now is his family and 
even when working with his 
wife, three children in differ- 
ent activities keeps he and 
his wife quite busy. 

“I don’t feel I have the time 
to do it [BOS] properly. Back 
on down the road I might get 
into it, but time with my chil- 
dren, that’s the key,” said 
Fiore. 

Fiore said that when he first 
ran it was because he thought 


he could help move things 
ahead with a board that he 
thought was not working well 
together. “It was time for a 
change and to get things mov- 
ing ahead,” said Fiore who 
feels he made positive strides 
in that direction. 

Asked what he will look for 
in the candidates that seek 
his seat this year Fiore said 
he will look for someone “who 
has the foresight and under- 
stands what has been going 
on and can focus on more 
than one thing.” 

Previously, Dan Murphy; of 
Carmel Street, Kevin 
Connolly; of Elizabeth Drive, 
and Mike Champoux; of 
Gloria Road, pulled papers 
for the open seat on the 
Board of Selectmen.

Teacher contracts hit a sticking point McNamara: 
one of the 


Good Guys

WILMINGTON - The School 
Committee voted down an 
agreement last week behind 
the closed doors of executive 
session, leaving Wilmington 
teachers. without 4 -contract-« 
and, it seems, without a rea- 
son why. 

Contract negotiations began 
last winter, between 
December 2007 and January 
2008, and continued through 
the spring without results. 
The previous three-year con- 
tract ran out August 31, 2008. 
Negotiations continued until 
October, when an agreement 
was finally reached through 
two mediation sessions held 
October 23 and 30. The new 


agreement would cover the 
current fiscal year, FY09, 
through FY. 

During the process of medi- 
ation, the parties are kept in 
two separate rooms and the 
state mediator goes between 
the rooms working out the 
agreement. On October 30, 
the parties made a listing of 
all the tentative agreements 
and initialed and signed 
them. The agreement would 
only go into effect when both 
parties ratified the agree- 
ment by vote. 

According to Joe Kleponis, 
President of the Teachers 
Association, the teachers 
voted in favor of ratification 
at a meeting December 1 by a 


wide margin. 

The School Committee had 
its next meeting Saturday, 
December 6, during which 
they voted to postpone the 
vote until January 7 
Teachers that live and work 
in Wilmington, according to 
Kleponis, attended the 
January 7 School Committee 
meeting. The Committee 
voted to table the vote on the 
contract, though very little 
reason as to why was provid: 
ed. 4 

Finally, at last week's 
school committee meeting 
during executive session, the 
Committee voted 4 to 2 not to 
accept the memorandum of 


agreement. 


“The teachers were 
informed of the result of the 
outcome of the executive ses- 
sion,” Superintendent Joanne 
Benton told the Crier this 
week, adding that she told the 
Co-Chairs of the Bargaining 
Team, Theresa Piazza and 
John Woods, herself directly 
following the meeting. 

Kleponis adds that the WTA 
received official notification, 
in writing, from the town the 
following day, January 15. 

“As | talk to teachers, they 
are disappointed that the 
School Committee did not 
take action earlier or notify 
teachers of what their con- 
cerns are,” Kleponis told the

McNamara died at age 84 in 
Santa Cruz, California 

Mac was named as the 
Wilmington Good Guy of 
1972. The award is given 
annually to someone who 
shows great community spir- 
it, volunteering and giving 
for the betterment of the 
community. “As a Good Guy, 
I always looked up to him,” 
said Jack Cushing, who fol- 
lowed in Mac’s footsteps as a 
Good Guy. 

Mac came to Wilmington in 
the 1950s and started a tire 
business in a small building 
opposite Wilmington 
Builders’ Supply. A few years 
later, he bought the Stevens’ 
Ice Cream building, added 
some garage bays on the 
side, and moved his tire busi- 
ness to the site now occupied 
by Rite Aid Drug 

“He was as honest as any 
man I’ve met in my life,” 
said Cushing. “He was a good 
man to do business with.” 

McNamara Tire was a 
place where a kid could go 
for a job. Rick Coy started 
working there when he was 
15, worked there for years, 
left and returned a couple of 
times. Countless young men 
went through the doors, and 
Mac always treated them like 
family. Mac employed as 
many as 12 or 13 men at a 
time. 

After Coy’s father died,

In the 1960s, local pharma- 
cists Lil and Mel Woodside 
began a drive to build a local 
hospital In spite of

A career night for Amy Fahey

She currently ranks tied for 
10th in all of Eastern Mass 
high school girls basketball in 
scoring with 19.5 points per 
game. She has scored in dou- 
ble figures in all of the team’s 
ll games heading into 
Tuesday night, including 20 
or more three times.

In the hustle and bustle of 
today’s society, the finer 
things in life can fall through 
the cracks. Seeing a touching, 
personal moment can alter 
the course of a day, and per- 
haps more. In Tewksbury, 
these moments can come in 
great quantity at the Little 
Reds Basketball program. It 
is funded by the Tewksbury 
Special Education Parent 
Advisory Council, and takes 
place at the Tewksbury 
Memorial High School for ten 
Sundays during the winter 
months. 

The program is for children, 
ages 7 to 10, with special 
needs to learn basketball and 
play it in a structured envi- 


ronment. 

“The program started two 
years ago, this is the third 
season,” said Vini Messina, 
the Program Director for 
Little Reds. “We started at 
the Trahan School, and it was 
very cramped, small school. 
So, I secured ten weeks at the 
high school. There is a lot 
more room now for parents 
and gives the kids room to 
run. It’s a blessing.” 

The program teaches the 
children basic baskétball 
skills, such as shooting, pass- 
ing and dribbling. And then, 
the kids get to combine all of 
their learned skills in orga- 
nized games. “There is noth- 
ing these kids can’t do,” says 
Messina. “When the games 
start, it gets better. They get 
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Tewksbury Special Education Basketball program a success

to use their new skills and it 
makes them feel great.” 

Messina explained that the 
program is not limited to 
physical or cognitive disabili- 
ties, but rather is a mix of 
both. 

“What we try to do is fill 
(the kids) with self-esteem,” 
said Messina. “And we just 
want the kids to have fun for 
an hour and a half, every 
Sunday.” 

Messina, who has a 
Master’s Degree in Moderate 
Needs, believes there is no 
reason for these children to 
be ostracized like they occa- 
sionally are. “There are no 
reasons special needs kids 
can't do what normal kids do. 
I don’t even like to use the 
word ‘disability’. It sounds 


negative. I prefer saying ‘dif- 
ferent abilities.’ We don’t 
want these kids to be over- 
shadowed by anything 
wrong.” 

The girls’ varsity and JV 
basketball teams assist 
Messina, who is very grateful 
to have the girls working with 
him. “I witness a side I've 
never seen,” says Messina. 
“They love.working with the 
kids. And (the kids) can see 
it, and they can sense it.” 

Messina reference one spe- 
cific child, who generally 
stays isolated from large 
groups. He would walk away 
from larger groups that 
moved towards one hoop. “We 
end all of our practices with 
relay races,” _ explained 
Messina. “And one week we 


got him to join in. I could see 
the look on his face.” Messina 
went on to illustrate the pride 
and joy he felt after that 
accomplishment 

“Since I started working 
with special education, I’ve 
realized it’s what I’m good at 
We don’t realize how lucky we 
are to have most of our facul- 
ties.” Messina then said that 
it doesn’t take a special per: 
son to connect with these 
kids. Just someone with a 
passion to help them. “It’s 
really heart-warming. They 
could be doing anything else 
on a Sunday morning, but 
they’re here with me. I want 
the town to know that there 
are kids having fun here, and 
they don’t want to be treated 
any differently.”

“Lisa Puccia (one of the 
chairs of the TSEPAC), talks 
to the parents and they are 
thrilled,” says Messina. “The 
kids are very comfortable. 
These parents are particular 
and protective. It's been an 
uphill battle for all of them to 
get services for their kids. 
But there are no battles to 
fight down here. Just kids 
having fun.” 

The program has recently 
expanded to incorporate pre- 
kindergarten kids, about five 
or six years old 

“The program is definitely 
doing its job, and I think it is 
something that should be per 
petual. It’s definitely a win 
win.”

drafted that may ban smoking marijuana in 
public.

Massachusetts Cannabis Reform Coalition; the 


Massachusetts Chapter of NORML (National

request from Attorney General Martha 
Coakley for communities to act on such by- 
laws. 

He noted that Worcester has considered a similar by-law 
and decided to reject it. However, on y night hear- 
ings were scheduled to be held in Quincy, Methuen, Everett 
and Framingham on similar by-laws. 

Wakefield Town Counsel Thomas Mullen told Middlesex 
East, “I prepared a draft article for the next Annual Town 
Meeting, which would make it illegal to smoke or ingest 
marijuana (or the chemical compound that creates the 
intoxicating result of the drug) in public. It would carry a 
$300 fine and could be prosecuted criminally or by civil 
action.” 

Mullen also noted that the $300 fine for the proposed by- 
law would be in addition to the $100 penalty now allowed 
under the new state law. That law, which came about after 
voters approved Question 2 (calling for a civil fine instead 
of criminal action for possession of an ounce or less) on the 
ballot in November, was passed by a large margin and 
effectively decriminalized possession of the small amount.

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After speaking to 

Downing and Mullen, it was 
learned that Melrose Police Chief 
Michael Lyle is also asking the Board of 
Alderman in that community to pass a similar 
-law. As of yet Downing has not heard of similar 
actions in any of the other 344 municipalities in the 
state. 

Mullen noted that the Wakefield proposal is based on a 
model issued by the Executive Office of Public Safety. The 
by-law was drafted at the request of Police Chief Richard 
Smith 

Downing and MassCann have no objection to such by- 
laws so long as they only equalize the smoking or ingesting 
in public with similar by-laws prohibiting the drinking of 
alcoholic beverages in public. However, the objection comes 
when the proposed by-laws include criminal penalties. 

“I would think it is reasonable to draw up a law making 
the two (marijuana and alcohol consumption) equitable,” 
Downing said. “If they want to equalize them as far as the 
fine goes that is proper. If they want to go back and make 
it a criminal offense (I would have an objection).” 

He questions why some people are opposing the civil 
penalty system when it comes to marijuana. According to 
Downing it has worked very well for penalizing abuse of 
other substances. 

To put it in perspective, Downing said that there is about 
a gram of marijuana in a normal sized joint. He estimated 
that a person could make up to 24 marijuana cigarettes 
with an ounce of the weed. 

“The police say you can get 60 joints to an ounce,” 
Downing said. “They want to maximize everything.” 

Downing also claims that the Question 2 law does not 
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stop police from charging a person with a criminal offense 
just because they have less than ounce on them. He noted 
that if the marijuana is p: ged in such a way that it looks 
like it could be part of a larger amount that was used for 
dealing in the product, or if the person is in possession of a 
large amount of money, a case could be made for the crim. 
inal offense of distribution of an illegal substance. 

Downing also said that the new law does not negate rules 
made-by school departments and towns regarding the pos. 
session of the substance on or near school properties. 

“I see the law taking effect exactly as written,” Downing 
said 

According to Downing, a vast majority of the police 
departments he has talked with have no objection to the 
laws as they are now written. Although it is difficult to get 
people to say it on record, Downing claims that police offi- 
cers felt that the old laws were not the best 
ise of their time 

During research on this report at least 
one ranking police officer spoke off the 
record and said that the law does not make a 
difference in the community where he works. 
e officers in that community usually consid- 
red the circumstances surrounding the offense 
before they took any course of action and noth. 
ing will change now with the issuance of tickets. 

In Tewksbury, Lieutenant James McKenna 
said, “I can see a problem down the line.” 
He explained that people who smoke pot and 
end up driving could cause a problem. McKenna 
voiced his opinion that the new law would be a 
problem for bigger cities than a small 
town like Tewksbury. 

In Wakefield, Police Executive 
Officer Jack McKay said, “We have not 
issued a ticke yet.” 

He notes that a problem with the new law 
is that people do not have to give a proper iden 
tification. 

He also noted “The law complicates the

According to McKay it does not allow any leeway tor 
he officers to make certain decisions based on circum: 
stances. 


Basically it seems that the law has taken effect, accord- 


ing to the wishes of the voters. In communities with city 
forms of government such as Melrose or Woburn, elect 
ed Aldermen or Councilmen will make decisions on 
whether the law will be amended by local by-laws. In 
communities with Town Meeting government a larger 
body of elected officials will make that call. Only Wakefield 
still has an Open Town Meeting, which means all the regis: 
tered voters of the Town could turn out to vote on the pro- 
posed by-law in April 

In November 2008 Massachusetts Voters overwhelmingly 
approved a ballot initiative to decriminalize possession of 
small amounts of marijuana, making getting caught with 

less than an ounce of pot punishable by a civil fine of

“Defiance” is the true 
story of a group of Jews who 
hid out and fought the Nazis 
in the woods of Soviet 
Belorussia (now Belarus) 
during World War II. 

It's an inspiring tale. The 
Bielski brothers' parents 
are killed by Nazis, who are 
relying on locals for infor- 
mation so they can round up 
Jews and either exterminate 
them or send them off to 
concentration camps. Tuvia 
(Daniel Craig), Zus (Liev 
Schreiber) and Asael 
(Jamie Bell) escape to the 
forest; it's hinted that Tuvia 
and Zus are possibly low- 
grade smugglers. Their 
expertise at navigating the 
labyrinthine woods implies 
a good working knowledge 
of the place, as if they've 
hidden out there before. 

Soon they're joined by a 
growing band of resistance 
fighters, mostly intellectu- 
als who must learn to fire 
weapons and build huts. 

Though they all must 
learn to fight, their taste for 
it differs. Zus is a hothead, 
ready to kill and less ready 
to continue taking in new 
members of the group. 
After disagreements with 
Tuvia, he joins up with the 
Soviet army, while Tuvia 
stays with the ever-growing 
forest community as its 
leader. He's more thought- 
ful, though not opposed to 


using violence when needed, 
especially when seeking 
vengeance for his parents’ 
deaths. 

In real life, the Bielskis 
helped keep 1,200 Jews alive. 
It's a true feat both heroic 
and littleknown. Zwick, 
who co-wrote the screen- 
play, deserves credit for get- 
ting the story out in front of 
more people 

The film is a heroic look 
at a tragedy that we 
haven't seen before, and 
Craig and Schreiber make 
sure that on one will ever 
say “Jews don't fight" 
again.

The brides are former 
best friends of 20 years 
standing Liv (Kate Hudson)

flub, instead of serving as 
maid of honor at each oth- 
ers nuptials, they are plan- 
ning rival ceremonies.

other’s wedding. Naturally, 
it’s about the dress and the 
flowers and the cake, not 
about the life together after- 
wards with the spouse. 

The biggest problem with 
"Bride Wars" is that it’s not 
believable. If Candice 
Bergen’s character is truely 
the most sought after wed- 
ding planner in the world 
biggest city, how could she 
possibly have double booked 
a wedding? There are plot 
holes along the way as well, 
ones that makes this ride to 
the altar less than enjoyable 
for any who decide to take 
it.

Without her he’s angry and 
bitter, loneliness personi- 
fied; a sour-faced man who 
seems to hate everyone and 
everything around him. He 
sits day after day on his 
porch guzzling beer, scowl- 
ing at his neighbors and 
calling them the most 
vicious ethnic slurs imagi- 
nable, After a long life Walt 
has no tolerance left for 
laziness or fools. 

Walt may hate the world, 
he’s still a man of principal. 
When gangmembers beat 
up the quiet Hmong family 
next door, he drives them off 
with a rifle in a classic 
Eastwood badass standoff. 
His grateful neighbors don’t 
buy it when he growls that 
he simply didn’t want them 
on his lawn, and Walt wakes 
up the next morning to dis- 
cover his porch littered with 
gifts. Walt isn’t interested in 
their friendship at first, but 
eventually he starts to see 
some value in Thao and Sue, 
the Lor family’s  well- 
behaved kids, a marked con- 
trast to his own self- 
absorbed grandchildren. 

In a lesser movie, Walt 
would then become an old 
fogie, softhearted and kind 
to all. That never happens 
in Gran Torino, and that’s 
why it is so good. Walt now 
likes his neighbors but he 
remains the same unforgiv- 
ing, bitter, badass he is at 
the beginning of the film. 

Eastwood's performance 
as Walt is his best in years, 
a return to all of the things 
that made him great as a 
younger actor. Gran Torino 
is a movie you must see. 
The PC police will likley 
hate it, but Gran Torino is 
smarter than it seems and 
it’s broader, funnier, and 
more straightforward than 
you’d expect. If this is 
Eastwood’s curtain call as 
an actor, as he has stated it 
will be, then one would be 
hard-pressed to find a better 
way for his celluloid hero to 
ride off into the sunset.

“While complications and 
apparent confusion plague 
the larger concept - Tri- 
Community Bikeway/ 
Greenway, Winchester is 
looking to make as much 
local progress as it can on a 
very limited budget. 

“The Tri-Community con- 
cept would link Woburn, 
Winchester and Stoneham 
by a paved path constructed 
to design standards set by 
the Massachusetts Highway 
Department. Any variation 
from those standards 
requires a waiver by MHD. 
Such requests are likely in 
locations like Winchester 
Center where the proposed 
path has the option of going 
behind the library, or over 
the Main Street Bridge and 
through Converse Place to 
Mount Vernon Street. 

“Width requirements and 
proposed easements and the 
like could make finding a 
solution that meets design 
standards, and local neces- 
sities an ideal whose time 
has not yet arrived.

Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health (MDPH) 
funding of the Wilmington 
Childhood Cancer Study,” 
notes the “Wilmington Town 
Crier.” 

“Citing a national eco- 
nomic crisis that has affect- 
ed fiscal conditions through- 
out the country, including at 
State and local levels, the 
letter said that budget cuts 
recently announced by 
Governor Deval Patrick 
included a decrease of more 
than 10 percent in the 
MDPH budget. This cut 
included the elimination of 
funding of line item direc- 
tives on the environmental 
health account, specifically 
the funding for the 
Wilmington Childhood 
Cancer Study. 

“In 1999, a group of con- 
cerned residents and the 
Wilmington Board of Health 
asked the MDPH to investi- 
gate a reported cluster of 
childhood cancer in 
Wilmington. Initial con- 
cerns focused on a number 
of children diagnosed with 
brain cancer, Hodgkin's 
Disease, leukemia, and non- 
Hodgkin's lymphoma in the 
Kelly Hill neighborhood on 
the west side of town and 
the town as a whole between 
1990 and the present. 

“Concerned __ residents 
were hoping to learn if there 
was a connection between 
the elevated cancer rate and 
the possible contamination 
of drinking water through 
the dumping of toxic chemi- 
cals at several sites in town. 

“The Community 
Assessment Program 
(CAP) looked at available 
data going back to 1986 and 
found there to be a higher 
than normal rate of cancer 
in the identified area. 
Despite a 2002 fact sheet 
that said, ‘no specific path- 
way of environmental expo- 
sure has been linked to 
childhood cancer in 
Wilmington; the CAP 
planned to continue to 
investigate whether or not 
an environmental pathway 
is likely to be related to 
childhood cancer in 
Wilmington. 

“The next phase in the 
assessment was an inter- 
view process with the 
guardians of some children 
diagnosed with a cancer 
and also some scientifically 
selected families where chil- 
dren have not been diag- 
nosed in order to look for 
any common patterns or 
risk factors that only 
appear in the children with

“Smith also said he 
believes the request is ‘rea- 
sonable given what is going 
on in the industry’ 

“Town _ Administrator 
Robert Mercier said Oracle 
has obtained a building per- 
mit for the second structure 
and is moving ahead as 
quickly as possible though 
an environmental issue has 
arisen. 

“He said PCBs have been 
found on the property and 
will be trucked off-site. 
Mercier said the problem 
will not prevent further 
development of the proper- 
ty.
